And  she  managed  to  stay 
wide  awake  until  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  11:15  p.m.,  well 
after  her  normal  8:30  p.m.  bed- 
time. 

Atha,  a  seventh  grader,  was 
appointed  to  the  unpaid  seat  by 
the  city  council  on  a  3-2  vote 
March.,12.  She  had  written  the 
council  saying  that  "parks  are 
for  children  and  we  need  repre- 
sentation."

At  Wednesday's  meeting, 
Atha  wound  up  on  the  losing 
side  of  a  5  to  2  vote  in  favor  of 
spending  $380  to  hire  a  man  to 
tear  poison  oak  out  of  a  picnic 
area. 

"We  should  just  put  signs  on 


it  SO  people  will  know,"  she  ar- 
gued. 

But  she  had  more  success  in 
convincing  fellow  commission- 
ers to  urge  the  enlarging  of  a 
planned  community  building 
from  2,000  to  2,500  square  feet. 
After  extensive  debate,  the  fi- 
nal vote  was  7  to  0  in  favor  of 
expansion.

Under  Executive  Reorganization,  the  Montana  Council  on  Human  Resources  was  abol- 
ished and  its  functions  given  to  the  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation 
Servi  ces    (SRS) . 

In  SRS,  a  Community  Services  Division  was  created  and  began  functioning  January 
1,  1973  with  Frank  Sennett  as  Acting  Administrator.  Placed  in  this  division 
were:  Child  Welfare  Services,  Family  and  Adult  Services,  Aging  Services,  Youth 
Development,  4-C's  and  the  Children  and  Youth  Unit  (which  provides  staff  assist- 
ance   for   the   Montana  Advisory   Council    on    Children    and   Youth). 

During  1973,  the  various  bureaus  and  units  of  the  Community  Services  Division 
moved  to  one  location,  836  Front  Street  in  Helena.  The  Children  and  Youth  Unit 
moved  from  the  Power  Block  to  the  new  location  on  February  15,  1973.  Ed  Malensek 
replaced  Frank  Sennett  as  Administrator  of  the  Community  Services  Division  on 
November    1 ,    19  73. 

Throughout  1973,  SRS  was  plagued  by  the  uncertainties  caused  by  the  impoundment 
of  funds  due  to  Federal  Regulations.  This  was  not  resolved  until  Congressional 
action  on  December  23,  1973  and  the  signing  of  the  bill  by  President  '  Nixon  on 
January    3,    19  7^- 

Staffing  of  the  Children  and  Youth  Unit  was  in  limbo  much  of  the  time  because  of 
the    funding    uncertainties.      This    is    the   current    situation:

October      8,    1973  ~    Margale   Westbrook   became   secretary.
